West today looked for a 
forthcoming meeting of the 
Big Four commandants in 
Berlin to test Russia’s sin­ 
cerity in 
the agreements 
made at th* Paris confer­ 
ence. 
Such a meeting of the U. S. 
British, French and Russian 
authorities is expe6ted with­ 
in the next few days. It will 
attempt to settle the crip­ 
pling rail strike and arrange 
an effective lifting of the 
blockade, in accordance with 
the foreign ministers’ de­ 
cisions. 
American, B ritish and 
French 
circles feel th at the 
promptness 
with which the Soviets now act 
In Berlin will be a Rood indica­ 
tion of w hether the Kremlin in­ 
tends to carry out its commit­ 
ments in good faith. 
Agreements Vague 
Although 
the 
agreem ents 
on 
Berlin and Germany are adm it­ 
tedly of a vague and general char­ 
acter and provide mainly for a 
“ live-and-let-live” 
arrangem e n t, 
the m inisters achieved what was 
viewed as a concrete basis for an 
Austrian peace treaty. 
Work also is to begin prompt­ 
ly on the A ustrian peace treaty. 
In London, the British foreign 
office announced that the Big Four 
deputy foreign m inisters will re­ 
sume 
their 
deliberations 
June 
30th. 
The deputies of the United 
States, Britain, France and the 
Soviet Union adjourned their dis­ 
cussions on 
Austria last month 
shortly before the Council of For­ 
eign M inisters convened in Paris.

SENTENCE PASSED 
AFTER VERDICT

MILWAUKEE. June 21 —Milton 
Babich, 19-year-old expectant fath­ 
er and convicted m urderer, was 
locked behind bars for life today 
in Wisconsin’s Waupun state pri­ 
son 
The Badger state’s famed "speedy 
justice" 
hastened 
the 
one-time 
scholastic honor student through 
the night from Milwaukee's safety 
building to the prison about 65 
miles to the northwest. 
First Degree Verdict 
Babich, one of two tall, thin 
sons of a hard-working Milwaukee 
family of Croatian descent, was 
found guilty of first-degree m ur­ 
der about ten o'clock (CST) last 
night for the slaying of 16-year-old 
Patricia Birmingham, younger sis­ 
ter of his wife. 
The 
black-haired, 
pale 
youth 
had been on trial in Milwaukee 
municipal 
court 
since 
June 
8, 
charged with first-degree m urder 
for the Feb. 10 slaying of the su­ 
burban West Allies schoolgirl. 
The verdict returned by the jury 
of ten men and two women evoked 
cheers and applause from many of 
the spectators in a 200-person cap­ 
acity courtroom in which only a 
tew seats were empty. 
But sobs of anguish were plainly 
heard beneath the hubbub of the 
crowd’s approval. 
Sounds Of Sorrow Also 
Most of the sounds of sorrow 
came from the front row of seats 
in the large, paneled courtroom 
where, surrounded by her in-laws, 
sat Kathleen Babich, 18-year-old 
wife of the convicted killer. 
Kathleen, who expects her child 
next month, shrieked and sobbed, 
"Oh no, no” as a small, balding 
clerk read the verdict—“Guilty of 
m urder in the first-degree”. 
Babich, form er high scHool class 
president and scholastic newspaper 
editor, showed no outward emo­ 
tion.

The worst spring drought in 41 
years continued unabated in the 
northeastern part of the United 
States today, threatening serious 
injury to crops. 
There wras no sign of rain in 
New York. New Jersey or New 
England and agriculture depart­ 
ment 
spokesmen in Washington 
said that unless the drought is 
broken by the end of the week, 
there will be "serious injury’’ to 
pasture lands and crops of wheat, 
hay. oats, barley, com and some 
vegetables. 
Damage Still “Minor” 
They described the damage thus 
far in the east as only “minor." 
The 
New' 
York 
State 
Farm 
Bureau Federation conceded that 
the drought has reached “serious 
proportions,” but said that most 
crops could survive without rain j 
for a length of time. 
In New Jersey, however, the lack 
of w ater was said to be approach- ; 
ing the crisis stage. Farm officials I 
declared that unless there is a 
steady rainfall within the next 48 : 
hours, they face the loss of straw- j 
berry and cabbage crops. 
Some Relief 
Rain relieved dry spells in Mary­ 
land, Michigan, Virginia, Wiscon­ 
sin, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
and Ohio last week. 
These states j 
had been subjected to dry spells 
of up to a month. 
On the Pacific coast—where it 
is usually dry this time of year— 
w eather bureau official officials 
said it is drier than usual, par­ 
ticularly in California. 
Drought conditions are said to 
be developing in eastern Montana 
and parts of North Dakota.

Mr. Truman made the an­ 
nouncement at the Washing­ 
ton National Airport where 
he greeted the secretary of 
state on his arrival from 
Paris. Acheson arrived at 
National Airport at 11:10 
a. m. EDT after a nonstop 
flight from the French capi­ 
tal. 
As he stepped from the plane, 
Acheson remarked: 
"I don’t think we really accom­ 
plished too much". 
The chief executive and Acheson 
went immediately to the W hite 
House to discuss the outlook in the 
cold war with Russia in the light 
of results of the big four m eeting. 
Limited Agreement 
It was expected that both tha 
president and the secretary of state 
would emphasize that the lim ited 
and nebulous agreements arrived 
at with the Soviet Union do not 
justify loo much optimism. 
Mr. Truman and Acheson are ex­ 
pected to stress that A m erica’s 
present aggressive foreign policy 
must be maintained to safeguard 
against armed conflict, with the 
Atlantic pact and European rearm ­ 
ament key measures. 
Acheson was welcomed at the 
airport not only by the president

New Yorkers must pay, $5.60; and 
West Virginians. $5.10. 
In no case 
is the fee less than $2.50 plus tax.
